Things are really taking off 
at the Olds/Didsbury airport. 

Construction is under way 
on a large new hanger for a 
local charter crop care com¬ 
pany, called Stuart Aviation. 

Ruf May, the airport man¬ 
ager, said the reason that 
Stuart Aviation wanted to 
build a 80 feet by 80 feet 
hanger at the airport is par¬ 
tially due to the fact that the 
company's owners come from 
Crossfield, but also they were 
attracted to the fine facilities 
of the airport. 


May said the new 
hanger is the first sign of 
the changes coming the 
airport's way. 

"The new hanger is 
part of the continuing 
growth of the airport," 
said May. 

He added he has been 
looking forward to the 
growth for some time. 
There had been a 
number of setbacks that 
may have delayed the 
expansion by a couple of years 
however, things are starting to 
take off. 

May said now there is re¬ 
newed confidence in the facil¬ 
ity, and an $80,000 commit¬ 
ment from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment helps as well. 

"The money is for the expan¬ 
sion of the runway," said May. 

The expansion of the run¬ 
way should also help make it 
easier for other companies to 
leave Calgary and come north. 

"Some of the growth at the 
airport is in response to the 
rising costs of in Calgary," said 


May. So the attraction of the Olds/ 
Didsbury airport keeps growing. 

"The attraction is cost effec¬ 
tive," said May. "And I think 
there will be a lot more com¬ 
mercial traffic coming here in 
the future." 

May added the airport is part 
of any other transportation in¬ 
frastructure existing in the prov¬ 
ince. 

"People are beginning to rec¬ 
ognize that an airport is the same 
as any road that you drive across 
everyday," said May. "It needs to 
be maintained in order to be ef¬ 
fective." 

He said a lot of the credit for 
the success of the airport has to 
do with the maintenance of the 
facility. 

"Everyone does a good job." 

"The airport always is in good 
condition. It is an attractive fa¬ 
cility." 

The commitment to the air¬ 
port has ensured that it will con¬ 
tinue to be a sought after place to 
build, and come to. 

The airport is owned by both 
the town of Didsbury and Olds.

The Didsbury and District 
Hospital Task Force has been on 
a fact finding mission for months 
and now it has come down to the 
wire time to air those concerns 
to a specially formed MLA com¬ 
mittee. 

Unfortunately, local chair¬ 
woman, Dorothy Moore- 
Anderson says the call of the 
meeting came too quickly and 
they are not yet ready to make 
their presentation. 

They will attending a meet¬ 
ing in Calgary as part of the 
MLA Committee on the Review 
of Health Region Boundaries to 
ask for a 60 day extension in 
order to better prepare. 

The MLA Committee was ap¬ 
pointed by Health Minister 
Halvar Jonson to address con¬ 
cerns of communities residing 
within Regional Health Author¬ 
ity Boundaries. The group is go¬ 
ing to all 17 regions in the prov¬ 
ince to meet with the people in 
those communities. 

Moore-Anderson says the 
Task Force was aware the meet¬ 
ings would take place sometime 
this summer but were caught off 
guard when they came so soon. 

To this point the Task Force 
says it has completed its fact 
finding mission and has nar¬ 


rowed down the issues to these 
three: boundaries and 

regionalization within the re¬ 
gion, recruitment of new physi¬ 
cians to fill the demand and their 
proposed changes to the system. 
These issues are the ones the 
Task Force says have been 
brought to them by the public. 

Subcommittees have been as¬ 
signed to further examine all 
three of these areas and prepare 
a presentation to make to the 
MLA committee if they are 
granted their request of a 60 day 
extension at the meeting in Cal¬ 
gary on July 28. If they are 
granted the request, they will go 
ahead and prepare a full presen¬ 
tation. If they are denied the 
request they will attend the July 
29 meeting in Red Deer and 
present their concerns and pro¬ 
posals for change as best they 
can. 

The Task Force went to the 
Didsbury town council asking for 
a letter of support to accompany 
their time extension request. 
Town council granted the letter 
and, for now, the Task Force will 
anticipate the answer they will 
get at the end of July. Evan Par¬ 
liament, former chairperson of 
the Task Force said at the coun¬ 
cil meeting that he felt confident 
they will get the time extension. 


Money woes for musuem

The Didsbury museum got 
the shock of their lives when 
they sat down to read the engi¬ 
neers report on the repairs 
needed for the local home of 
history. 

Rather than the previously 
estimated $100,000 bill they 
were prepared for, the new es¬ 
timate was three times that 
amount and list of repairs was 
very lengthy. 

"Let's face it we just don't 
have that kind of money," says 


Marg Weaver, museum presi¬ 
dent. 

"We need money and we need 
it desperately," she told Dids¬ 
bury town council last Tues¬ 
day. They currently have about 
$20,000 raised for the repairs. 

The Didsbury Historical So¬ 
ciety were already aware that 
the furnace in the aging build¬ 
ing had to go through a major 
overhaul to make it functional, 
but even the cost of the furnace 
repair was more than expected.

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Hail supression planes in the skies again

Have you ever wondered what 
that peculiar object is at the air¬ 
port that looks something like a 
giant golf ball sitting on a sky high 
tee? The truth is, that object is a 
very powerful radar constantly 
scanning the sky for the threat of 
hail clouds. 

It's called hail suppression. The 
program, paid for by a conglomer¬ 
ate of insurance companies in 
Calgary and Red Deer, is back for 
its second year at the Olds/Dids- 
bury Airport. 

"It's an attempt by the insur¬ 
ance companies to spend a little 
bit of money in hope of saving 10's 
to 100's of thousands of dollars," 
says Terry Krauss, chief scien¬ 
tists on the project. 

The hail suppression project 
will be headquartered out of the 
local airport for a total of five 


years because it has the best el¬ 
evation and central location be¬ 
tween the two priority cities of 
Calgary and Red Deer. The total 
area covered stretches from 
Lacombe to High River. 

The scientists and meteorolo¬ 
gists stationed at the airport are 
constantly watching the signals 
that the high technology radar 
sends back to their computers. If a 
cloud is deemed to be a threat, 
planes dubbed "Hail Stop" sta¬ 
tioned out of Calgary and Red 
Deer fly into the sky and face it 
head on. They examine the cloud 
close-up and if they are concerned 
about a possible hail storm occur¬ 
ring out of that particular system 
the pilots shoot silver iodide flares 
into the cloud itself. 

Krauss explains how this proc¬ 
ess works, "It's like trying to initi¬ 
ate a snow storm early up in the 


clouds so you get snowflakes in¬ 
stead of hail." 

On Thursday he reported the 
team had been in the sky for the 
previous three nights in a row. 

"We've had three very late 
nights," he laughs. Instead of a

scientist always being on scene 
at the airport during the middle 
of the night, the computers are 
linked to their home computer 
systems over the internet so they 
can access information any time 
necessary. 
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Nigerian fraud comes to Didsbury area 


Didsbury RCMP are asking local 
business owners to be on the look 
out for a scam that is coming all the 
way from Nigeria. 

RCMP report the Nigerian based 
fraud schemes vary in their ap¬ 
proaches but all leave those who 
have been coerced with the same 
effect - the loss of large amounts of 
money. 

The letters from these con artists 
have been found to be circulating in 
the Didsbury detachment area. 

In an attempt to curb the scam 
artists' attempts the local detach¬ 
ment has sent out a press release 
explaining in detail how the scheme 
works and what Didsbury business 
owners should be aware of. It reads: 

The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police wishes to warn Alberta busi¬ 
ness people about several Nigerian 
based fraud schemes. 

Alberta and the rest of Canada 


control of a large amount of funds 
which are frozen in an account at 
the Central Bank of Nigeria. The 
funds are now available to be re¬ 
leased to the original contractors, 
but the writers have inflated the 
invoices or discovered that the in¬ 
voices have been inflated by others. 
They suggest that after the legiti¬ 
mate contract is paid, there will be a 
large sum left, between $20 and $30 
million U.S. They invite you to share 
30% of this money by becoming 
involved in this fraud against their 
government. 

They suggest that all you have to 
do is allow them to use your account 
to handle the deposit and supply 
them with the account number along 
with copies of company invoices, 
letterhead, which has been signed 
along with fax and telephone num¬ 
bers. They tell you that they intend 
to set up a phoney contract with 


are being flooded with a variety of your company to free-up the funds. 


you do not require a visa, this is not 
true, Nigerian law requires an entry 
and departure visa without excep¬ 
tion. These visa's are not available on 
entry and this tactic is used as lever¬ 
age to encourage you to participate 
in the scheme or extort money from 
you. They have also been known to 
use physical threats to gain compli¬ 
ance. If you send these people money 
to travel to Canada or London, Eng¬ 
land, (a favoured destination), you 
will likely never see them or the 
money again. 

Another scheme out of Nigeria 
involves the computer or pharma¬ 
ceutical industry. Again, unsolicited 
contact is made with a Canadian 
business. The writer requests infor¬ 
mation and prices on computers or 
medicines. He then proposes a small 
deal to supply a few items. After the 
successful completion of this trans¬ 
action, the next deal is larger. They 
want to purchase a large number of 


computers or pharmaceuticals but, 
there is a time constraint and the 
deal has to be completed before 
payment can be secured. 

There are many legitimate 
companies in Nigeria who do 
business with Canadians, but 
there are also those who are 
crooked, so protect yourself by 
confirming the bona fides of any 
persons you deal with. 

The RCMP is not able to in¬ 
vestigate any losses incurred as 
a result of Canadians involve¬ 
ment in these schemes, because 
Canada has no mutual legal as¬ 
sistance treaty with Nigeria and 
we are therefore not in a posi¬ 
tion to request or export their 
assistance. 

There are many variations 
on these frauds are circulating 
and if you receive a phone call 
or letter that you find suspisious 
immediately contact the RCMP. 


unsolicited letters and faxes origi¬ 
nating from Nigeria These letters 
are an invitation to make millions of 
dollars with no risk and very little 
work. 

The most prevalent type is a 
scheme where; a legitimate Cana¬ 
dian business receives an unsolic¬ 
ited letter/fax from Nigeria, the au¬ 
thor holds himself out as an official 
of Nigerian Government Agency, 
such as the Nigerian National Pe¬ 
troleum Company (NNPC). He 
states that in his position he has

thorized withdrawals from your 
company accounts or they may re¬ 
quest that a company representa¬ 
tive fly to N igeria to meet with them 
and finalize the deal, or they may 
ask you to send them money so they 
can travel to meet you and finalize 
the deal.

Weaver explains the repair of 
the furnace is the priority at this 
point for a number of reasons. 
Not only is the old furnace caus¬ 
ing problems in the preservation 
of the artifacts but, the banging 
and growling of the pipes make 
the building sound as if it will 
collapse on itself. 

Unfortunately, the engineer 
reports not only is the furnace is 
disrepair but other upgrades will 
be necessary to make the build¬ 
ing viable. Just to name a few: 
ventilation, new piping and paint¬ 
ing. 

Provincial government grants 
will cover some of the costs but 
not nearly enough according to 
Weaver. In addition, she explains 
most often a matching sum of 
money must be raised within the 
community in order to apply and 
to get the "matching grant." She 


says the money is no longer just 
handed over in its entirety. 

Facing their new found reali¬ 
ties the Historical Society has 
been bouncing around some ideas 
to cut back the costs of the re¬ 
pairs and ways to raise addi¬ 
tional dollars. Weaver admits not 
all the repairs will be done in the 
near future because of the need 
to "scale things back." 

"The most important thing is 
that we’ve got to get the heating 
fixed," says Weaver. 

The situation is critical to the 
future of the museum. 

"If we don’t get this furnace 
fixed we’re not going to be able to 
open the museum this winter... 
because of the leaking,” Weaver 
declared to the council. 

She asked council for their 
permission to pursue the possi¬ 
bility of holding a m^jor fund¬ 
raiser with the support of the 


town council. Weaver is examin¬ 
ing ideas like a jail and bail, a 
phone drive, or a variety show in 
the multipurpose room in the 
local arena. 

Her plea to the town was heard 
and it was suggested Weaver and 
the Historical Society make a 
presentation to the community 
services committee later this 
month to brainstorm ideas and 
bring them back to council. 
Weaver says she will do just 
that. 

To reiterate the urgency of the 
matter Weaver told council, "It's 
come down to either do or die." 

In the meantime, Weaver is try¬ 
ing to remain hopeful the money 
can be raised. 

She adds that if anyone in the 
community has any other ideas or 
wants to donate money they can 
get a hold of her or any member of 
the Historical Society.

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Assisting farmers - what can the government do now?

More than 8% of Canada's 
gross domestic product comes 
from the agricultural and agri- 
food sector, and nearly 15% of 
Canada's employment depends 
on agriculture or agri-food in 
some way. Since taking office in 
1993, the Liberal government has 
worked with food producers, 
processors, industry and govern¬ 
ments to build on the success of 
the agricultural and agri-food sec¬ 
tor and to make it one of the 
strongest in the world. We have 
expanded trade and investment 
by opening new markets through 
negotiations at the World Trade 
Organization (WTO). We have 
also provided the industry with 
stronger and more effective mar¬ 
ket information and support 
services. 

We have actively promoted the 
agri-food sector on Team Canada 
missions. And we have worked 
closely with exporters through 
Canada's International Business 
Strategy. Federal guarantees of 
$1 billion through the Agri-Food 
Credit Facility help Canadian ex¬ 
ports to compete against those of 
other countries. 

To encourage greater eco¬ 
nomic growth, efficiency, diver¬ 
sification and added value in the 
grain and livestock sectors, we 
introduced grain transportation 
reforms.

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Silver lining of public pay voyeurism

Talk show hosts grouse about 
it. Newspapers give it promi¬ 
nent copy. Are government em¬ 
ployees overpaid? 

Despite popular perceptions, 
evidence suggests that top-level 
individuals in government serv¬ 
ice are drastically underpaid 
compared to their private sector 
counterparts. 

Media reports in several prov¬ 
inces recently profiled the low 
pay levels of senior government 
mangers. A survey of senior level 
pay in other public sector or¬ 
ganizations, the federal civil serv¬ 
ice and the City of Calgary or 
Edmonton would also show dra¬ 
matic pay gaps with comparable 
private sector management jobs. 

Some applaud low public sec¬ 
tor pay, but this position is penny 
wise and pound foolish. Low pay 
for managers means that the 
public service loses its best and 
brightest employees. Many of 
those remaining just hang on 
and plug away, becoming de¬ 
moralized in the process. Public 
service, once a calling which gar¬ 
nered respect, turns into a 
frusting time serving exercise. 
They play the system and hope 
for early retirement, slowly los¬ 
ing their edge. 

Other countries have liber¬ 
ated their managers from this 
outmoded model. They have cur¬ 
tailed the traditional excessive 
control of the most mundane 
activities in government by cen¬ 
tral agencies like the Treasury 
Board and the public Service 
Commission. Not here. More 
band-aids are applied to the old 
monolith as gimmicky substi¬ 
tutes for needed structural re¬ 
forms. 

From conservative govern¬ 
ments in Ontario and Manitoba 
hails the latest patch stuck onto 
the low-performance paradigm. 
It involves publicizingpublic sec¬ 
tor pay rates. For example, a 
new Manitoba law, The Public 
Sector Compensation Disclosure 
Act, requires that province to 
publicize salaries above $50,000. 
Thus, we recently learned how a 
relative handful of managers in 
the crown corporation and hos¬ 
pital sector were making sala¬ 
ries, gosh, over a hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars a year. 

But these salaries confirm 
that top managers in the public 
sector get paid peanuts, relative 
to their private sector peers. For 
example, the president of Mani¬ 
toba Hydro, one of the largest 
government organizations in the 


province earns just a smidge over 
$100,000 a year. This is chicken 
feed by industry standards. For 
that, he oversees 3,900 employ¬ 
ees, revenues close to a billion 
dollars and assets of $5.7 billion 
that generated about $56 million 
in income. 

Compare that with pay packet 
of the president of Transalta, a 
much more dynamic share-traded 
power utility based in Alberta. It 
performed much better than 
Manitoba Hydro. It has fewer as¬ 
sets ($4.5 billion) but much higher 
revenues ($1.4 billion). With fewer 
assets it made over three times 
the income ($182 million). Its boss 
made ten times as much as his 
counterpart in Manitoba last year. 

Transalta's CEO got paid for 
superior results. Most of his bo¬ 
nus came from increases in the 
company's share price. Freed 
from the limitations of govern¬ 
ment ownership, it has expanded 
aggressively around the world 
while making its operation 
benchmark for efficiency and 
innovation. Its comparatively 
strong performance is related 
with little question, to the or¬ 
ganization's overall perform¬ 
ance. Strong management tied 
to results was rewarded accord¬ 
ingly in the stock market. 

Consider the public sector in 
Manitoba. A top level deputy 
minister gets paid $112,000 a 
year, plain embarrassing by pri¬ 
vate sector standards. For this, 
some run organizations with 
budgets in excess of a billion 
dollars a year and staff levels in 
the hundreds and thousands. 

There is a silver lining in all 
this. Public pay voyeurism dem¬ 
onstrates how divorced our pub¬ 
lic sector structures have become 
from a world which rewards per¬ 
formance and good management 
with appropriate compensation. 

Perhaps the new voyeurism 
will lead us into a much needed 
debate. It may nudge Manitoba's 
political leadership into replac¬ 
ing the present low-performance 
model of government - notori¬ 
ous for its high costs, inertia and 
mediocrity with more modern 
one that embraces the simple 
but workable concept of pay for 
performance. 

Pay them a million dollars a 
year. If they can deliver results.

It is ironic that a government 
that claims to be open and ac¬ 
countable would deprive Alber¬ 
tans of the opportunity to be rep¬ 
resented during the daily ques¬ 
tion period this fall. 


Alberta Liberals remain com¬ 
mitted to revealing the growing 
’human deficit’ in Alberta associ¬ 
ated with government cutbacks 
and reorganization, demanding 
the government remain open and 
accountable to the people who 
elected them and protecting the 
democratic process in this prov¬ 
ince. 

As this government moves to¬ 
ward privatized health care (as 
seen in for-profit, private Health 
Resource Group), the premature 
and ill-planned privatization of 
children's services and the ero¬ 
sion of our education system, the 
Alberta Liberal Caucus will con¬ 
tinue to work on behalf of tax¬ 
payers and ensure this govern¬ 
ment does not take its work 
lightly.

Stop growth hormone tn milk 


Dear Editor, 

I understand that Bovine 
Growth Hormone (BGH or 
BST), the synthetic hormone 
injected into dairy cows to in¬ 
crease milk production, may 
be licensed for use in Canada 
as early as this summer. 

There are strong reasons 
to believe that Health Canada 
will react to intense pressure 
from the drug companies and 
consider giving the green light 
to BGH during the quiet sum¬ 
mer months. 

Groups opposed to the use 
of BGH include the National 
Farmers Union, Rural Dignity 
of Canada, the Council of Ca¬ 
nadians and the Service Club. 

There is still time to stop 
BGH, we need to send a strong 
message to the politicians that 
Canadians will not accept 
BGH in our milk and dairy 
products. 

Reasons for this opposition 
include; 

1) There is an ongoing and 
unresolved international de¬ 


bate on the safety of BGH/ 
BST for human health. Tests 
of the BGH by-product IGF-1 
indicate that it may be linked 
to breast and colon cancer. 

2) Milk and dairy products 
are healthy trusted foods - 
BGH would undermine public 
trust and hit Canada's dairy 
sector very hard. 

3) Polls prove consumers 
don't want BGH in their milk 
and dairy products. 

4) There is strong evidence 
that he injection of BGH into 
dairy cows is a serious threat 
to animal health. 

5) Big multinational drug 
companies like Monsanto will 
benefit hugely from approval 
for BGH but more than 350 
Canadian organizations rep¬ 
resenting consumers, produc¬ 
ers, health professionals, 
farmers and many others op¬ 
pose approval. 

Public opinion has played 
a key role in keeping BGH out 
of Canada until now. The fed¬ 


eral government is very vul¬ 
nerable to public pressure on 
this issue. Let's give them the 
message loud and clear: No 
BGH in Canadian milk prod¬ 
ucts. 

I urge Canadian citizens to 
help stop BGH. Here's what 
you can do:

A few weeks after we arrived 
in Nkumbi, Zambia in January 
1973, the District Commissioner 
visited us. He was an Irishman 
who had been a soldier in the 
second world war. After the war 
he settled in northern Rhodesia, 
which has been called Zambia 
since it gained independence from 
England in the 1960's. This Irish¬ 
man had taken out a Zambian 
citizenship and became District 
Commissioner, which is about the 
same as a county reeve here in 
Canada. From my three year stay 
in Ghana in the early sixties, I 
knew witchcraft played a big role 
in African beliefs, the same as 
many Westerners believe in horo¬ 
scopes and similar perks. 

I asked the commissioner if 
the locals had strong beliefs in 
witchcraft. He told me the follow¬ 
ing true story, and you may judge 
if their belief was strong.

He called a local medicine man or 
witch doctor to his house and 
informed him that he felt tired 
and weak, had back pain and was 
badly neglecting his manly du¬ 
ties to his many wives.

In my last column I dithered over whether or not Ralph and 
I should go away for a few days. We did go away. Our Calgary 
based children Mark and Kirsten and Ralph’s sister Marie kept 
an eye on the farm and everything was just fine when we got 
back. All the animals were where they were supposed to be, the 
deck tomato had been watered, and deer had not eaten all the 
rosebuds. 

We had no specific plan when we left so when Ralph 
wondered if I would mind stopping at the John Deere dealer¬ 
ship in Calgary I couldn't very well say that it was not on my 
agenda. To most farmers a machine company is more fun than 
a picnic and it was, after all, his holiday too. Besides which, if 
I am cooperative and amiable at John Deere dealerships he is 
more likely to be cheerful and agreeable at antique stores and 
hobby shops. 

We drove south and east and spent a lovely afternoon 
exploring the area around Brooks. I had never been to the 
Aqueduct before and the cheerful young guides at the interpre¬ 
tive centre were more than happy to tell us more than I ever 
wanted to know about irrigation in the early 1900's. The 
Aqueduct was begun in 1912, carried its first water in the 
spring of 1915 and was the largest concrete structure of its 
kind in the world. It cost $569,287. Which would probably be 
a couple of billion today and never really worked as well as they 
had hoped. It is now both a national and provincial historic 
site. We finished the day at Lake Newell which is a man made 
lake and very clean, cool and lovely. 

The next day, driving through beautiful green countryside 
and wonderful crops, we made our way to Dinosaur Provincial 
Park and the Tyrell Field Station. Now that we were in the 
actual Badlands we saw millions of cactus in bloom and as 
soon as I took a picture of one glorious clump I would see 
another one that was better. It is possible to waste a lot of film 
this way and I have no idea what I am going to do with nine 
cactus pictures. We stopped at the Princess Hotel for lunch. 
This used to be a stopping place for the Bassano-Empress 
Stagecoach and you get the feeling that on a quiet moonlit 
night you might still hear hoof beats and the jingle of harness. 

We stayed that night in Oyen and when we were coming 
back from supper we drove by the Oyen Cemetery. It was a 
lovely warm evening, we felt like a walk would be a good idea 
and it’s hard to beat a cemetery for a peaceful, quiet and 
uncrowded place to walk. It was wonderful, meadowlarks sang 
the whole time we were there and from the first stone we read, 
Andrew Oyen "For whom the town was named”, on through 
memorials to war dead, both wars, ages like 19 and 23, lots of 
babies and very young wives and finally current stones and 
newly faded flowers, we found the whole place fascinating. 

So much so that as we made our way home we stopped at the 
cemetery in Cereal and again in Chinook. I had a reason to stop 
in Chinook, I have a brother there. His name was Dennis and 
he was only 10 days old when he died. His grave is unmarked 
and that bothered my mom terribly. There are a lot of 
unmarked graves there on that dry hill top. Sunken places 
where I suppose wooden coffins have collapsed. One of the 
smaller depressions is probably Dennis. 

We learned something from our cemetery tour. We learned 
that we don't just want our ashes scattered in the pasture. We 
want a tombstone and we want one that says something. Not,

I was riding north about 
two weeks ago and noticed 
something funny on several 
poplar trees. The branches 
were black, and on closer 
inspection it turned out to 
be black caterpillars. 

Larry Rice of the County 
said they were tent caterpil¬ 
lars. They strip the leaves 
off the tree. On the trees 
were hundreds of them, so I 
treated the tree with 
Malathion Solution, and that 
finished them off. 

If not treated they turn 
into moths who then lay eggs 
in the fall, the eggs hatch in 
the spring and the whole 


process begins again. No 
more caterpillars have been 
spotted since the spraying. 

But we also have some 
other bugs, I call them "Roll¬ 
ups". What they are is a green 
fly who rolls up in the leaf 
and then eats his way out, 
leaving a brown empty shell. 
If they are sprayed as well 
early in the spring it pre¬ 
vents them from hatching, 
and will control the problem 
for several years. The "Roll¬ 
ups" like poplars and lilacs, 
so if your leaves turn brown 
you know you have a prob¬ 
lem. 

We drove out to Cremona 
a couple of weeks ago and 
travelled on to Water Valley, 
and west. There we viewed 
the lovely houses and 
acerages, and the roads were 
quite good. 

We came home on the 
Westcott Road, which is 
mostly soft spots and patch¬ 
ing. I wonder how much it 
has cost the county for patch¬ 
ing all of these years. The 
trouble is that this road was 
elevator graded. Big holes 
dug in the centre with cats 
and trees and brush piled in 
the middle and covered over 
with black dirt mixed with 
clay. Black dirt won't pack 
and hence all the trouble. 

Of course we have appre¬ 
ciated the black top all these 
years. It never will improve 
until something is done about 
the problem. 

A lot of hay has been baled 
and the crops are looking 
good, except where it was 
too wet. Gardens and flow¬ 
ers are doing well also thanks 
to the beautiful weather.

Many people who take little 
interest in organized religion, 
or in the established churches 
are still familiar with the twenty 
third psalm. 

The twenty third psalm is 
one of those timeless pieces of 
literature that gives a message 
of comfort and restoration to 
readers and hear- 


fact. "The Lord is 
my shepherd," It speaks to us in 
terms of intimate relationship 
with our spiritual creator. A 
creator who can satisfy all our 
spiritual needs and who gives 
us the brains and skills so that 
working in harmony with God 
we can help ourselves to satisfy 
our essential needs for food, 
shelter and relaxation. "I shall 
not want. He makes me lie down 
in green pastures; he leads me 
beside still waters; he restores 
my soul." It might lead us to ask 
whether our summer is a sum¬ 
mer of relaxation or a summer 
of pressure and stress? Do we 
like the image of being com¬ 
pared to sheep in the pasture, 
or do we feel that imagery less 
appropriate for our age and 
generation? Whatever our 
thoughts and feelings the in¬ 
tention of a calm gentle rural 
scene with God overseeing eve¬ 
rything should be relaxing and 
helpful. 

God is also attributed with 
being both a leader and a pro¬ 
tector in this psalm. "He leads 


me in right paths for his name's 
sake." Ask someone who has 
been in an army or navy, or ask 
a young person. Is it easy to get 
off track in life? Most would say 
yes! But God leads, and protects 
from evil. "Even though I walk 
through the darkest valley, I 
fear no evil; for you are with me; 

your rod and your 
staff - they comfort 
me." 

Then we might 
j wonder if we appre- 
j ciate all the oppor- 
| tunities, and the 
relative affluence of 
living in Canada, as 
opposed to a third 
world country. We 
may not like the 
winters, and we 
worry about the 
state of the world 
but out of one hundred and sixty 
countries, Canada is consist¬ 
ently rated at the top or near the 
top of the list. 

The last part of the psalm 
talks about God's abundance and 
generosity. "You prepare a table 
before me in the presence of my 
enemies; you anoint my head 
with oil; my cup overflows. 
Surely goodness and mercy shall 
follow me all the days of my life, 
and I shall dwell in the house of 
the Lord my whole life long." 

During this vacation season, 
may we have time to relax in 
green pastures and time to re¬ 
flect by still waters.

Horse sense 

There is no substitute for sound advice on the 
training and raising of a young horse. 

"To do it right, it's so valuable to have an in¬ 
formative guide for assistance and direction," said 
J.P. Forget the coordinator of the Olds College's 
Equine Science Diploma Program. 

Forget has recently published a book on horse 
rearing, Starting the Western Horse, and it is 
aimed at both the amateur owner and the profes¬ 
sional trainer. 

"This is my second book," said Forget. "This one 
is about starting colts." 

The book goes through the various stages of 
training, and though Forget says horse training 
can be learned, it is an involved activity that 
requires study. 

"(To train a horse) it demands some horse reading ability," said Forget. "You have to be able to read the 
horse's body language and even their thoughts, so you know they are ready to move onto the next step. 

"Until now, however, there are very few places for horse owners to turn to for guidance and receive this 
level of detail." 

Forget said the idea came to him to write down his instructions about horse training, when after many of 
his seminars people would come up to him and ask him if he had handouts. 

In his book Forget outlines the various philosophies used for working with young horses; namely that of 
establishing a lifelong partnership with the horse. 

Next up for Forget is videos to compliment his books.

My aunt loves to tell of how, 
when we were kids, we’d be driv¬ 
ing home from family picnics or 
huge Thanksgiving dinners at 
which enormous quantities of 
food were consumed, when one 
of us would ask sleepily from the 
back seat, "Mom, will you make 
chicken noodle soup when we get 
home?" 

1 still love it. Chicken noodle 
soup, for me is warmth and secu¬ 
rity, that after-your-bath-and- 
into-your-pyjamas feeling that 
all is right with the world. 
Chicken noodle soup is a "com¬ 
fort food". 

Comfort foods like meatloaf, 
mashed potatoes and other types 


of "honest" home style cooking 
have surged in popularity in re¬ 
cent years. In a FoodTRENDS 
'96 survey sponsored by Thomas 
Food Industry Register, two out 
of five respondents reported serv¬ 
ing more dishes "like Mom used 
to make" in the previous year. 

One church that I know of is 
planning to hold a multi- 
generational potluck supper 
where everybody is encouraged 
to bring their particular child¬ 
hood comfort food to share with 
other generations.

Of the customers surveyed, 
56% said that they eat out prima¬ 
rily because of a lack of time or 
desire to cook. 16% reported be¬ 
ing tired of "trendy" foods and 
25% said they are looking for the 
comforting taste of childhood in 
their menu choices. 

A "newly hot" trend in restau¬ 
rant is the old style diner with its 
long Formica counters and red 


leatherette-topped revolving 
stools. On the menu is simple, 
fresh, home style cooking, up¬ 
dated to today's demands for low 
fat, great tasting nutritious 
meals. 

Food processors who have 
done their market research can 
take advantage of this trend by 
looking for ways to deliver grand¬ 
ma's chicken soup or mom's apple 
pies in an easy to prepare format 
that tastes "made from scratch". 
Home meal replacement is a trend 
to watch for, others are calling it 
meal solutions. 

Whoever can make all or part 
of the meal the easiest and still 
provide the taste of home prob¬ 
ably has a winner on their hands.

Some in town would say the 
popularity of the campground 
could be due, at least in part, to 
the continual upgrades and the 
love and care Gordon and Rose¬ 
mary Hancock have put into it. 

The couple modestly says, 
'We have been looking after it 
as if it were our very own." 

The lush green grass and the 
meticulously groomed flora are 
sure to attract campers. The 
flowers are not the only up¬ 
grades the couple has made 
since taking over the manage¬ 
ment at the end of June last 
year, and the improvements are 
sure being noticed. At their last 
council meeting, town councillors 
talked about how the improve¬ 
ments to the site have brought 
new business into town. The town 
of Didsbury own the campground 
and have a two year contract with 
the Hancock's to manage it.

"While camping here we saw 
there was a lot of potential for 
this site it just needed to be 
worked on a bit," says Rose¬ 
mary. The opportunity for them

A known fact is that one in 
three Albertans is employed 
because of the agriculture in¬ 
dustry.

"Agriculture is a dramatic, 
tremendously exciting indus¬ 
try," comments Hodgmann. 
"We want people to have good 
quality of life. 

"We, as an industry, are 
pulling together to try to ad¬ 
dress people's concerns and 
work with them to develop the 
things we can all live with in 
society."
